RESTOCKING OF 
WEST TRIBUTARIES 


John Martin, superintendent of the 
Banff Hatcheries, and Sam Smith, fish- 
i ries’ warden, have just returned from 
a week’s tour of the tributaries of the 
High wood.- They have distributed a 
generous quota of fry in the various 
streams flowing into the Highwood. 

In Cateract Creek they placed 30,- 
000 rainbow fry; in Hetherington 
Creek, 30,000-rainbow fry; in Pekisko 
Creek, 30,000 rainbow fry; in Sullivan 
Creek, 30,000 cut throat fry; in Flat 
Creek, 30,000 cut throat fry, in the 
North Fork of Willow Creek, 20,000 
rainbok fry. Forest Ranger Jack Bell 
was of great assistance in packing 
these fish into the headwaters of For¬ 
est Reserve streams. 

Stream conditions were found to be 
ideal. Water has come up well since 
(he recent snow and the fish are likely 
to go into the winter in first class 
shape. 


After the business session at the 
rt gular weekly meeting of the Vul¬ 
can Young Peoples' Society on Wed¬ 
nesday evening, the group heard Mr. 
Orval Doney speak on his three years 
of experience in the Samoan Islands. 
He gave a brief description of the 
trip to the islands, with a stop at 
Honolulu, and gave an interesting ac 
count of the islands and their origin, 
climate, and physical features. A des¬ 
cription of the people, a brown race, 
was given, and the audience was told 
how they lived, their characteristics 
and occupations.

The ex¬ 
hibit also included specimens’ of real 
handicraft denoting a fine artistic skill 
in both craftsmanship and coloring of 
the articles. 

Among the curios was a cava dish. 
This Was a fine sample of handicraft 
carved completely from one piece of 
wood and finely Inscribed with inlay 
work. Another interesting article was 
a ring. This too, was inlaid with the 
greatest skill with silver. Mr. Doney 
said that almost any native of the is¬ 
lands could do this work, selling the 
product to the tourists. During his 
stay in the .islands Mr. Doney sent to 
his Alberta home for some horsehair 
and had the natives make this up into 
two chief’s brushes, used by the chief’s 
servants for brushing the flies away 
from his head. Mr. Doney had these 
brushes on display auA-,valued them 
at $40 each.

Since the depression started the world wheat industry has 
suffered from three important factors. Firstly, in 1926 an extra¬ 
ordinary yield per acre occurred in many countries. For various reasons the surplus 
did not disappear, but instead, unfortunately, persisted. Secondly, the depression 
substantially decreased the consumption of wheaten bread per person in the world. 
Thirdly, because even with all its low price, the production of wheat was lass of 
n losing propm^tiin than the production of beef, mutton, wool. flax. etc.—so farmers 
throughout the world tended to change their acreage formerly deVoted to the latter 
products to that of wheat production. 

As recovery from the depression occurs (and this now seems to be slowly happening) 
no doubt the reverse of the above policies will take place, which will, of coufxe. tend to 
raise wheat prices to. and no doubt maintain them at, a reasonable level for producers.

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THESE MOTOR CARS

A great deal of criticism has been lex tiled at the Provin¬ 
cial Government for its recent purchase of a fleet of new 
-cars for the Cabinet Ministers. Six new cars ranging in 
price from $1680 to 1426 have been bought totalling $9,435. 

This seems a relatively small sum to bave brought down 
the condemnation of the press and other parties. Despite 
the criticism, it must be admitted that cars do wear out, and 
it would be interesting to know the depreciated condition 
of the old cars, and the mileage to their credit, before 
joining in the general refrain of attack for the new pur¬ 
chases. 

Any car owner knows that after a certain period of use, 
depreciation multiplies, and it becomes poor business to 
retain the old bus. The cost of upkeep mounts with every 
season, and before long the car is “eating its head off.” To 
continue to use a car after a certain period of time is ad¬ 
mittedly poor economy. Although many individuals are 
obliged against their better judgment to drive- old cars, it 
is noteworthy that all those who can finance it at all, make 
a point of replacing old cars with new after a mileage of 
30,000 or 35,000 miles. They find this a more economical pol¬ 
icy 

The Cabinet Ministers have a mileage far in excess of 
the demand on any ordinary car. They travel the length 
and breadth of the province over ail types of roads. A 
great deal of their Provincial business can be transacted 
only in this way, and it may be realized that the life-time 
of a ministerial car would be much shot ter than in the or¬ 
dinary line of business. 

When the critics suggest that the Ministers should buy 
their own cars, and present their bills tor mileage in pur¬ 
suit of duty, that is quite another argument. Prime Min¬ 
ister Bennett, and later the governments of Ontario and 
Saskatchewan, sold the cars of the Cabinet and set these 
gentlemen afoot. But the ultimate economy of this scheme 
is still a matter of.dispute, and of questionable value in 
cutting expenditures. At any rate the prevailing condem¬ 
nation 4or the Alberta Government seems to be that new 
cars were purchased at all. 

Motor transportation is the only practical method of 
transportation in such a country as Alberta. It is a neces¬ 
sary part of the government equipment. To return old cars 
beyond their period of usefulness would not be in the finan¬ 
cial interest of the province. 

SURVEYING LEAGUE OF NATIONS 

Edgar Ansil, internationally known newspaper writefTias 
given a word picture of the September session of the 
League of Nations. He surveys the European situation in 
all its changing phases. A few of his comments are as fol¬ 
lows: 

“The League is proving itself invulnerable to all at¬ 
tempts to destroy it or to minimize it. With the entrance 
6f Soviet Russia and Afghanistan the League counts fifty- 
nine member states. Two of these, to be sure, Germany and 
Japan, have announced their intention of leaving and no 
longer participating in league activities, but one of these, 
Germany, is already half repentant and maintains constant 
emissaries in Geneva to ‘feel out the situation,’ 

“Four states only now refuse to adhere to the world con¬ 
gress—the United States, Brazil, Costa Rica and Egypt. 
Hie adherence of the last three seems a virtual certainty 
in the near future, perhaps at next year’s assembly. It 
would then be up to the United States whether under any 
circumstances it is willing to join the league, and if so, on 
what terms. - 

“Despite much sound committee work the war between 
Paraguay and Bolivia still goes on, without either- being 
expelled or disciplined. Armament industries are still ap¬ 
parently too strong. 

“Preparations f6r the Saar plebiscite were somewhat 
vague. It remained for Barthou (French foreign minister) 
to declare for France alone that the status quo means that 
those Saarlanders who cannot vote for Hitler will have 
wide self-government and later the right to secure the 
Saar’s return to another Germany. 

“Italy, though unable longer to hold-hands with Ger¬ 
many after the Austrian affair, still dares to cast a faint 
occasional smile in the direction of Berlin in the hopes of 
awakening Paris’ jealousy and stampeding the French into 
ever more ‘concessions’ as the price of Italy’s friendship. 
These concessions have been deseribed before ahd need not 
be repeated here. It is obvious that the French plan in¬ 
volves intimate co-operation with both the Russians and 
the Italians—and the Italians, knowing this, are bargaining 
for a price so -high that it seems possible that in the end 
no business will be done at all. 

' “The little entente holds together despite the French flir¬ 
tations with Italy and despite the growing Jugo-slav weak¬ 
ness for the stern military voice and beautiful uniforms of 
General Hermann 'Goering, l’russin premier and Reich 
minister of aviation among other offices. 

“Russia remains pro-French, pro-American, anti-German 
and anti Japanese, simply because the bolsheviks now and 
for a long ‘ime to come have every interest in the mainten¬ 
ance of peace and the status quo. 

“The Poles, as expressed in the latest confidential note 
from their foreign minister,' Dr. Joseph Beck, to Minister 
Barthou, do not refuse to enter an eastern pact, but insist 
on Germany's participation. They further wish to under¬ 
take no engagement to safeguard the frontiers of Lithu¬ 
ania or Czechoslovakia. 

“The coming political calendar is thick with events.”

' the Immigrant wheat kernel 

Canada’s prosperity has been built up from a few kernels 
of immigrant wheat. At this season of the year when gran¬ 
aries are full of the high quality grain for which Canada is 
famed,' it is interesting to review once more the wheat his¬ 
tory of the Dominion. Dr. O. McConkey of the Ontario 
Agricultural College, who was a visitor this summer with 
his people in Cayley, reviews this history in a recent O.A.C. 
magazine article. 

It will be recalled that John Fife, for whom the original 
Fife wheat was named, settled near I’ort Hope, Ontario. In 
1841, when a friend of Mr. Fife’s was sailing for Scotland, 
the most urgent request was that he send back some seed 
wheat from northern Europe. Arriving in Glasgow, the 
friend picked up a sample of $>rain from Danzig and des¬ 
patched it to Canada. 

These grains were sown in the Fife garden, only one ker¬ 
nel evidencing any merit. It sent up five heads. But oxen 
broke into the garden and trampled two of the precious 
heads. Three were salvaged, garnered and stored. 

In the course of -years, the kernels from the three heads 
were sown, re-sown and proved a surprisingly high quality 
of grain. Soon there was sufficient to give samples to the 
neighbors. It was rust-resisting and rich, and made its 
mark in Ontario commanding a price*of $2.00 a bushel for 
seed. It was called “Red” Fife because of its attractive 
red color, and soon it began to follow the stream of migra¬ 
tion from Canada to U.S.A., It was introduced into Win- 
consin in 1860, and eventually became the basis of the great 
Minneapolis flour industry. With the opening of the St. Raul 
St. Boniface railway in 1878, Red Fife followed develop¬ 
ment into Manitoba. n • 

The C.P.R. in 1883-84 secured lied Fife seed to sow on its 
experimental farms from Winnipeg to Calgary, and so the 
few kernels from the Fife farnUat Port Hope'multiplied 
and took possession of the gain fields of the continent. 

But the late maturing nature of this fine quality grain, 
was a discouraging feature as wheat fields pushed West¬ 
ward to the Rockies. In the meantime, however, research 
was under way and it was Dr. W. Saunders of the Dom. 
Experimental Farms who first saw the urgent need for ear¬ 
ly wheat in the West. His son Dr. Charles Saunders, after 
infinite experimentation found success in a cross between 
Red Fife and Hard Red Calcutta from India. This combin¬ 
ed the early character of Calcutta with the yield and 
strength of Fife. 

The new creation was marquis, and, ripening six to ten 
days earlier than Fife, rapidly replaced the latter in Can¬ 
ada and the Northern States. It would be difficult to esti¬ 
mate the wealth brought to this continent through Marquis 
son of Fife, and the breeding of Marquis wheat in Canada 
stands out "as perhaps the world’s greatest feat in econom¬ 
ic crop breeding.” Still earlier varieties are now being de¬ 
veloped with considerable success. _ 

But the send of of Red Fife's greatness did not set with 
its replacement in Canada. It has Improved wheat qualitj 
in Australia, Britain, Nigeria, France and many parts o! 
Europe.

WHY SPECIAL LAWS 
FOR FARM DEBTORS 

G. G. Coote Gives Reasons Why Spec¬ 
ial Legislation Has Been Necessary 

Writing on the reasons for the fed¬ 
eral Farm Debt Act, G. G. Coote, M.I\ 
presents startling figures to show the 
depleted money power of agricultur¬ 
ists. Extracts from his article are tak¬ 
en from the U.F.A. magazine. 

Here is the root of our trouble; the 
farmer produces goods, he must pay in 
money. He has no way of monetising 
the goods produced. 

For the past four years it has taken 
from two to four times as much farm 
produce to pay a debt as it did in 1926, 
In the fall "of 1932, choice steers sold 
,as low as 82.00 per cwt.; fat cows $1.00 
per cwt. and butcher hogs less than 
$2.00 per cwt. Wheat was cheaper 
than it had been at any time since it 
was first produced commercially in 
Western Canada. a - 

Using the figure 100/ to represent 
prices in 1926, the average value of 
field products fell to 351 in January, 
1933, while the av erag e of all farm 
dependent on field crops, who had a 
total, revenue of $1000 in 1926 would 
have with the same production in 1932 
a money income of only $360. 

According to the estimate of the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics, the total 
agricultural revenue of all farms in 
Canada in 1928 was $1,125,000,000, 
while in 1932 it was only $428,000,000. 
The number of people living on farms 
was '4,804,728; this gives a revenue of 
less than $90 per person. There are 
ovef 700,000 farms in Canada; , and 
this would indicate a total cash in¬ 
come per farm of less than $600. Out 
of that Income must come all cash pay¬ 
ments, including food not produced in 
the farm, clothing, medical services, 
repairs, new machinery, insurance 
premiums, taxes, interest, etc. Is it 
tiny wonder that there is a lot of un¬ 
paid interest outstanding today? 

Financial Policy, Prices 

Just one example will suffice to 
show our National Financial polity 
did affect agricultural prices jiere as 
compared to some other countriessdn 
Australia in July, .1932, the'price in¬ 
dex figure of agricultural products, 
(using 100 as representing year 1913 
in both countries) was approximately 
50 per cent higher than it was in Can¬ 
ada. There was also legislation in Aus¬ 
tralia reducing interest rates on mort¬ 
gages, and owing to this legislation 
and the higher price of commodities 
there, in the fall of 1932, 100 bushels 
of wheat would pay the interest for 
one year on a mortgage of $1,000 
drawn at 8 per cent, while t'o pay the 
interest on a similar mortgage in Can¬ 
ada, it would require 200 bushels. 

By the institution of a different fin¬ 
ancial policy, under which foreign 
monies would have had a higher value 
in Canada, we could have had much 
higher prices for most of our agricul¬ 
tural products. It seems fair to say 
that the official reason for not adopt¬ 
ing such a policy was that Canadian- 
Governments, Federal, Provincial and 
municipal, and certain corporations, 
owed large sums in the United States, 
and that they would find it very diffi¬ 
cult to meet their obligations if Unit¬ 
ed States money were at a large prem¬ 
ium here. 

We are forced to the conclusion that 
the agricultural economy has been 
sacrificed to the “National interest,” 
and there is every justification for ac¬ 
tion by the Federal Parliament to of¬ 
fer some relief to farmers who find 
themselves leaded with obligations 
which- they are unable to meet. 

It should also he borne in mind that 
most of the agricultural exporting 
countries of the world have felt it 
necessary to pass legislation dealing 
with the matter of farmers’ debts. One 
of the outstanding cases is that of 
Brazil where legislation w’as passed 
last year under which “The amount of 
all debts of agriculturists contracted 
before the 30th of June, 1933. against 
real or pledged security were reduced 
by fifty per cent.” Under the art, the 
creditors were to be given bonds of 
the Government of Brazil for the 
amount of the fifty per cent reduction. 
The National Credit of Brazil was us¬ 
ed to take over fifty per cent of the 
fanners' debts. • 


TO TRY OUT HEALTH 
INSURANCE FIRST 

Before Introducing Any Province- 
Wide Scheme, May Experiment in 
k Two Selected Units 

The public of Alberta is evidently 
quite prepared for a complete try-out 
on a small scale of the health insur¬ 
ance proposals recommended in the 
report of the commission on state 
medicine presented to the Alberta Leg¬ 
islature at last session, and most clas¬ 
ses concerned are ready to give full 
co-operation in such experiment, to 
judge by the feeling evident at the 
general conference on the subject held 
last week at the University of Alber¬ 
ta. Indication of this attitude was giv 
cn by representatives of various or¬ 
ganizations most vitally concerned in 
the proposals. It was made abuntantly 
clear during,the conference both by 
Hon. George Hoadley, Minister of 
Health, and Dr. A. C. McGugan, who 
was secretary to the commission, that 
it was not the intention of the Alberta 
Government to carry out the proposals 
of the commission for certain health 
insurance plans, on any wide scale, un¬ 
til such time as experimentation on a 
small scale had established the'sound- 
r.ess of the proposals. The plan is 
•hat while legislation will probably be 
introduced at the coining session to 
give the proposals legal status, yet it 
is the intention to carry out an experi¬ 
mentation first in only two so-called 
health units, one being an urban and 
(lie other a rural unit. 

Hon. Mr. Hoadley declared the 
problem to be solved was the greater j 
distribution of health services among , 
the people. The province was amply 
equipped now with all that was neces¬ 
sary in the way of facilities and pro¬ 
fessional ability to give full service to 
the people. The situation was that that 
an increasing number of people found 
it impossible to finance health services 
they needed, while doctors were reach¬ 
ing the point where it would be impos¬ 
sible much longer for them to go on 
giving services without adequate re¬ 
turn. He pjiid tribute to the medical 
men, dentists and nurses who were in 
these difficult times giving a tremen¬ 
dous amount of service without any 
hope of financial reward. Our problem 
is to solve the difficulty of the pooling 
of costs ana the paying capacity of the 
people, after which we must concen¬ 
trate on the distribution of health ser¬ 
vices. Under a health insurance plan 
it would be possible, he said, to regu¬ 
late the quality of service given to the 
people. Humanity was not a plaything 
in the operating room, nor should we 
gain experience by unnecessary human 
suffering.
